Free Delivery in Bedford on 
June 


15, 1908. 
The service will begin 


with three carriers, who will be ap- 


^ 
pointed by the Department after an 
examination of candidates has been 
held. 


The Civil Service Commission will 
V give a competitive examination to ap- 


plicants for the position of carriers, 
notice of which will be given in the 
town papers. 
Blank applications or 
requests for admission to the exami- 
nation can only be obtained at this 
office. 
Notice will be promptly given 


as soon as the applications are re- 
ceived here, so-that all who wish can 
obtain them in ample time. 
Notice 


will also be given of the time and 
place of holding the examination. 


During the intervening time there 
are some other matters that need at- 
tention. Letters cannot be delivered 
to houses that are not numbered; it 
tnerefore behooves those whose hous- 
es are not numbered to attend to this 
matter without further delay. It is 
also very desirable that 
persons 


should provide boxes or drops for the 
receipt of their mail so that it may be 
speedily and safely delivered. 
The 


boxes or drops should be attached to 
the outer door, with a slot or open- 
ing of sufficient size to admit an offi- 
cial sized envelope or an ordinary 
newspaper. 


A word of caution is needed in re- 


gard to boxes. 
It is not unusual, 


when it becomes known that Free De- 
livery is about to be established in a 
town, to find fraudulent agents put- 
ting in an appearance, soliciting or- 
ders for boxes arid collecting in ad- 
vance part or all of the price of the 
box and then disappearing.

LIFE IN CAMP 


Prisoner Escapes—Fifty Marines Re- 


turning- to the States. 


Camp Columbia, Havana, Cuba, 


March 19, 1908. 
Editor Gazette: 


The Carnival is over and the peo- 


ple have, now turned their attention 
to racing. 
A stock company has 


built a race track near the camp and 
a number of horses were brought 
over from the Southern States; the 
races take place every afternoon and 
large crowds attend.^ 
The Cubans 
are great gamblers and a great deal 
of money changes hands each day. 
There is no Sunday in Cuba and that 
is when the largest crowds gather. 
An automobile race is scheduled to- 
day which will -take place on the 
Malecoa in Havana. 


The Cavalry and Artillery are prac- 
ticing their drills at Pinar del Rio 
and will be away until the end of 
April. It makes duty pretty hard fo 
those left in camp as those are th< 
two largest branches of the service 
in this camp. There are about fifty 
Marines to be sent back to the States 
on Monday, the 23rd. 
This list in 


eludes all men who have served two 
years in foreign service. 
All the res 


of us are wishing we were on the 
list; our two years' foreign service 
will be up next September and then 
we hope to get back in "God's Coun 
try." 
We left Philadelphia eighteen 
months ago today. 


A few days ago a sentry had three 


prisoners out at work and one o: 
them tried to get away. The sentry 
commanded him to halt but the pris- 
oner kept on running; the sentrj 
then fired two shots at him but miss- 
ed, and the prisoner reached the tal_ 
weeds near the camp and disappear- 
ed. The report of the shots brought 
the guard and Searching parties wenl 
out in each direction. 
The sentry 


turned his other prisoners over to an- 
other sentry and started after the 
fugitive. 
After about an hour he 


came back with his man, having cap- 
tured him in an old brickyard some 
distance from the camp. Everybody 
was glad to see him captured again 
as it saved the sentry from going in 
the Guard House himself. One pris- 
oner escaped from the Guard House 
by prying the iron bars apart, and the 
sentry who was on that post at the 
time is now in confinement and the 
Corporal of the Guard under arrest 
in his quarters, awaiting trial by Gen- 
eral Court Martial for neglect of 
duty. So it doesn't pay to take any 
chances with the prisoners. The sen- 
tries now on post at the Guard House 
carry loaded guns with orders to 
"shoot to kill." One has his hands 
full looking after a hundred prison- 
ers. 


The weather is almost perfect here 
now although a trifle warm and near- 
ly everybody has the "lazy fever " 
We do lots of "bunk fatigue."

The legumes (clovers, alfalfa", fleas, 
beans, vetch, etc.), through a bac- 
teria, draw nitrogen from the air. 
These bacteria form bulbs on the 
roots of the plant, ranging from the 
size of a pea to almost^ Invisible. 
When the clover is turned under or 
the roots are plowed the extra nitro- 
gen in these decaying bulbs is used 
by the succeeding crop. If the roots 
are "weiyset" with bacteria the sup- 
ply of nitrogen left in the ground is 
far greater than was in the ground 
when the clover was planted. 
The 


added nitrogen depends exactly upon 
the number of these bulbs formed on 
the roots. The effect of a "well set"

showed pearly double crops in favor 
of those set, and the crop following 
(celery) showed double weight in 
favor ofi the ground where the in- 
oculated' 'peas had been planted, as 
against the same celery planted in 
uninoculated ground. These bacteria 
will not do well in sour soil. If the 
soil is at all sour, lime at the rate of 
not over'50 bushels per acre (25 is 
better) should be used. The rest of 
the wort is simple. A letter, written 
to Dr. Karl F. Kellerman, Bureau of 
Plant 
Industry, 
Washington, will 
bring a form of application which is 
easy to fill out. 
At the proper time 


the department will send free a .small 
bottle (sealed), a tablet, and instruc- 
tions. 
One gallon of water • boiled 
five minutes to sterilize it, three 
tablespobnfuls of sugar, a gallon 
crock 
(cleaned carefully with hot 
water), and in 24 hours -you will 
have enough stuff to moisten two 
bushels of clover geed. The seed must 
be dried in a dark place and can 
then be planted at any time within 
ten days. The yield of clover will be 
largely increased and enough nitro- 
gen added to the ground to take the 
place of many dollars' worth of high- 
grade 
fertilizer. 
Moreover, that 


field is fixed for the next crop of 
clover, as soil (100 pounds per acre) 
from that field will prepare another 
fie-ld for clover if drilled in with, the 
fertilizer. 


Of course, the nitrogen does not 


take the place of potash and phos- 
phoric acid—these must be supplied 
for whatever crop is grown—but ni- 
trogen is high priced as compared 
with other elements for fertilizing,

An Example- for Xutioual Lawmak- 


ers—The Consumption of Coal 


in Greater New York. 


New York, March 21.7—Statistics 


are always looked upon as cold facts 
and extremely uninteresting, yet one 
ot the most interesting and astonish- 
ing pieces of information that has 
met my attention during the last 
week is that regarding the amount of 
coal consumed by the city of Greater 
New York in one year. To keep its 
inhabitants warm and for furnishing 
them with light, power and other 
conveniences, both for domestic and 
business 
purposes, 
requires 
more 


than one-tenth of the total retail ton- 
nage of the whole United States; that 
total 
being 
70,000,000, and New 


Yo.rk City consuming 9,000,000 of 
anthracite coal. Besides this, 6,500,- 
00,0 tons of bituminous coal are also 
turned into smoke and ashes here. 


/The strictly retail sales of coal 


amount to 2,000,000 tons more per 
year than are sold in the thiee cold 
Northwestern states of South Dakota, 
North Dakota and Minnesota com- 
bined. 
It amounts to one-third of 


the total tonnage of ten of the larg- 
est cities of the United States—near- 
ly equaling the total of Philadelphia, 
Boston and Chicago. 
Many of the 
large " down-town sky-scrapers 
use 


10,000 tons a year, and several now 
going up, it is estimated, will con- 
sume 50, 75 and 100 tons a day. 


Each new sky-scraper that is built 


requires that some two hundred car- 
loads of coal be brought into the city 
to feed its voracious furnaces. 
The 


increased 
number of 
sky-scrapers 


and very rapidly increasing number 
of people carried on street cars are 
largely responsible for the enormous 
increase in the coal consumption of 
the city since the 70's. Then a coal 
dealer who sold and delivered sixty 
tons of coal in a month thought he 


—was "doing well," and now he de- 
clares that it doesn't make him feel 
so happy to deliver one thousand tons 
before breakfast, because the trou- 
bles of accomplishing it are as much 
increased as is the quantity sold. Be- 
cause of the great and continual in- 
crease in the price of real estate in 
Greater New York, there are but few 
dealers who maintain coal yards on 
Manhattan Island. This expense has 
driven many to cross into New Jersey 
and others to "pockets" along the 
city's river fronts. 
Tn both cases the 


hauls are long and Lhe time consum- 
ed is very considerable, adding not a 
little to the expense of delivery, 
•which is one of the troublesome prob- 
lems of the increasing consumption 
of the city that must be worked out. 


The George Junior Republic, of 


Freeville, 
Tompkins 
county, this 


state, is about starting a California 
Colony. There are two colonies that 
are gaining ground in Connecticut 
and Maryland and I hope to see them 
established in every state, as they 
have undoubtedly given a bent in the 
right direction to many a lad whose 
earlier energies had "been misdirect- 
ed. 
In childhood as well as in later 


years "all sin is but misdirected en- 
ergy." What a child becomes inter- 
ested in he will direct his whole mind 
and energy upon.

Front street in which, although bul- 
lets whizzed through the streets from 
-.very direction, the ambulance found 
only one man injured. 
The fight 


was between the members of the In- 
ternational Brotherhood

sters and the United Teamsters' As- 
sociation, caused by the men from 
one society filling the places of dis- 
charged members of the other, which 
had gone on strike. 
If we consider 


the suffering through lack of work 
and the bloodshed caused by the 
strikes these unions order, it is a 
question if they do not do as much 
harm as good. 
When will there be 


found some better method of settling 
the differences between capital and 
labor than the last resort of the 
Walking Delegate—force and riot in- 
stead of Arbitration?

vruning and Spraying Will Be Done 


at County Home. 


The Division of Zoology of the De- 


-artment of Agriculture will take an 
rchard in every county in Pennsyl- 
ania of from 50 to 100 trees, gener- 
lly apple trees, for demonstration 
urposes. 
As far as possible the or- 


hards found at the county homes, 
rphanages, etc., will be taken, pro- 
ided 
suitable 
arrangements 
and 


greements can be made. 
These 


rchards will in a measure take the 
lace of the spraying demonstrations 
iven heretofore, and will go more 
nto detail for at least two years. The 
armers and fruit growers are urged 
nd invited to attend the pruning 


demonstrations and keep in close 
touch with the work from time to 
time. 


The work will consist of thorough 


pruning, and if there is no San Jose 
scale, oyster shell or scurfy scale, 
spraying will be omitted until after 
the blossoms fall, for the codling 
moth. 
We are going to demonstrate 


how apples can be grown when the 
trees have an opportunity to do their 
best. The pruning will thin the fruit 
and admit air and sunshine; fertiliza- 
tion 
and 
cultivation 
will 
insure 


strong, vigorous growth; spraying for 
insects and fungus diseases will re- 
move all obstacles, giving the orch- 
ard an opportunity to do its best. We 
want every farmer and fruit grower 
to keep a close watch on everything 
done. 


The pruning demonstration at the 


Bedford county Almshouse will be 
given at 2 p. m., Monday, March 30, 
by the writer, and W. E. Grove, a 
practical fruit grower, will- be here 
also. We would like to have as many 
as possible come and see how the 
work is done and ask any questions 
they think ot. 


This orchard will take the place of 


our spraying demonstrations given in 
tne past. 
I would like to have our 


next meeting of the Fruit Growers' 
Association meet in the Almshouse 
orchard on the 30th instead of the 
2Sth fn the court house, yet both are 
possible. 


The Clearfield county meeting was 


not advertised as it should have been 
and only a dozen or more people 
were there. 
In come counties as 


many as flftj people from all over the 
county attend and it is hoped that 
Bedford county will make a good 
showing.

Place a 
block of ice in a basin by the bedside, 
upon which put the pieces of cloth of 
a size to fit the forehead when folded 
two or three times, and replace the 
heated ones every few minutes. These 
applications are grateful to the pa- 
tient and will prevent the fever from 
affecting the brain and assist in low- 
ering the temperature."—Health and 
Sanitation," in The Ladies' World for 
April.

had been refused by the whole court 
at the regular session, for reasons 
better known to a part of the Court 
than to the general public.

to be cleared up. 
If there is one 


branch of our government more than 
another that ought to be above re- 
proach it is the Judiciary. 


The Court, it is true, is not re-

eggs, and the best trade in these 
markets will accept nous other. Bos- 
ton prefers brown eggs, and pays a 
substantial premium for them; and 
taking the country over, the prefer- 
ence is for brown eggs by a large 
majority. 
However, in many mar- 


kets no preference at all is express- 
ed; in fact, those just mentioned are 
practically the only markets in which 
the color of the egg receives atten- 
tion to the extent 
of 
influencing 


prices. Where there is a preference, 
and whichever the preference is, one 
should keep a variety of fowls that 
lay eggs of the preferred color.—

Australian Curiosities. 


There are some curious things in cen- 


tral Australia. Lake Amadeus in the 
dry season is merely a sheet of salt. 
Avers rock, about five miles round, 
rises abruptly, from the desert.

The natives 
also get water from the roots of trees. 
They are in the "totem" stage and 
revere certain plants or animals which 
protect them. Men of one group can 
only marry women from another single 
group.
